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Adding Florine 
To Water Urged 
By Health Board 


Placing of the magic chemical, 
florine, in Upland city water as 
aid in preventing tooth decay has 
been recommended to the city 
council by the city health board. 
Dr. Lyle W. Callow, who presented 
the proposal at the health board 
meeting Tuesday night, was au- 
thorized to appear before the coun- 
cil Nov. 2 to formally make the 
request. 

Dr. Callow, using statements in 
a dental professional magazine as 
authority, emphasized that use of 
florine is well beyond the experi- 
mental stage. Marked decrease 
in teeth decay can be noted with- 
in a few months after it has been 
used in communities, Dr. Callow 
told the group. 

The magazine said the annual 
cost is estimated at 10 cents per 
capita. An attachment placed on 
pumps allows the proper quantity 
of florine to be added to the do- 
mestic water system, it was ex- 
plained. 

Mrs. Ralph T. Mitchell, who pre- 
sided, was reelected chairman of 
the board and Mrs. B. Eugene Tay- 
lor was reelected secretary. Mrs. 
Raymond Kay, a new member of 
the Upland board of education, 
wes present for the first time to 
represent that body. Others in

6 Big Game Shot 
By Uplanders ~ 


This community’s big game 
hunters, John Belcher and Charles 
Ayres are back from five weeks 
of rugged mountain climbing and 
with a huge catch of six animals. 

What may be the largest Elk 
killed in North America this year 
was bagged by Mr. Belcher. A 
horn spread of 48 inches and 57 
inches in length, the “royal” Elk 
was a seven-pointer. Base of the 
horns was 13 inches and it is this 
measurement that is being sent 
to proper authorities to determine 
how the Uplander’s catch rates 
in the competition for the prize 
game. 

For nearly five weeks the two 
Uplanders were hunting among 
the slopes of the mountains cut 
from Alberta, Canada. Each got 
three game. In addition to the 
elk, Mr. Belcher claimed a goat 
and an antelope. Mr. Ayres hit 
straight to get an elk, a sheep and 
an antelope. 

Big game hunting is rugged 
business. This was Mr. Belcher’s 
third expedition, the first for Mr. 
Ayres. Since May 1, Mr. Belcher 
has been in “training,” going cn 
hikes adjacent to Camp Baldy. 

The big game hunting party in-. 
cluded the two Uplanders, three 
guides, a cook and a rangler, to 
care for the 25 head of horses. 
The horses were used to carry 
provisicms and camping equip- 
ment — and to bring back the 
game, if any. 

Seven different camps were es- 
tablished as the hunters advanced 
throughout the great hunting ar- 
ea. If a day’s hunt brought no 
leads, the camp was. changed. 
Seven times they moved. The 
men were always with native 
guides. Not unti! they returned 
to “civilization,” did they know 
about Joe Louis losing his fight 
crown, who won the world’s ser- 
ies or what had happened in Kor- 
ea. 

Seven “trophies” is the aim of 
all big game hunters and Mr. 
Belcher has “three to get.” On 
two previous expeditions he has 
gotten a total of four big game. 


Each man has many stories to 
unravel and one of their prize ex- 
periences is the day-after-day 
hunt for a huge grizzly bear. The 
grizzly is cne of the top prizes 
for any hunter and a big fellow 
was spied. They trailed it over 
and around mountains, and were 
getting close on to its trail when 
they came across other big game. 
So they got what was at hand 
to leave the bear for another trip.

Ballot Measure No. 3 


If Proposal Approved One Judge 
Instead of Two To Serve Here 


Unusual local interest is being 
centered in proposition No. 3 cn 
the Nov. ballot. It is designed to 
reorganize the lower courts, called 
‘inferior’ courts as contrasted 
with “superior courts.” 

If the measure is approved by 
a majority of California voters, 
this city is scheduled to have only 
one court, instead of two courts. 
At present there are here a jus- 
tice court for the Upland town- 
ship and a city court for the city 
of Upland. Judge Fred H. Jacobs 
is the township judge and Mrs. 
Mildred Puckett is the city judge. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
courts would be reorganized with 
no area of “less than 40,000 per- 
sons having more than one court.” 
Observers point out this means 
that one court will be maintained 
to serve this community and that 
the judge will be elected as is 
Judge Jacobs at present. 

Mrs. Puckett is appointed by 
the city council. 

The proposed law provides that 
the new court organization will be-

Upland today has an orchard 
heating odinance, its provisions 
virtually. identical with the ordin- 
ance recently passed by the county 
Upland city council, 
in an adjourned session last night, 
approved the measure as an 
emergency measure. It will be 
effective as of Nov. 1, according 
to the terms. 

The ordinance is published in 
today’s Upland News on page 5, 
section 1. 

Citrus growers are required to 
obtain permits for burning or- 


| chard heaters and to pay fees from 


$2.50 to $7, depending upon the 
size of their acreage. Enforcement 
of the ordinance will be under 


| the jurisdiction of the city mana- 


ger and the police department. 
As in the case in the county law, 
the orchard heaters are grouped 
classes. Class No. 4, 
outmoded heaters are “outlawed” 
and a “progressive elimination” 
over a period of three years is 


| scheduled for class No. 3 heaters. 


It is known that many local 


| growers complied with the stand- 
| ards set up by the city council and 
| the supervisors prior to the en-

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11 Measures On 
State Ballot 


Residents of this area, along 
with all other citizens in the 
State, face the question in the 
November 7 election of passing 
judgment on 11 amendments to 
the state constitution. 

While a number of these are 
more or less routine in nature, de- 
signed to clarify, simplify or 
change slightly portions of the 
constitution, there are three meas- 
ures which have produced wide 
controversy in every county. 

These are: 

Proposition 6—Legalizing and 
licensing gambling. 

Proposition 3—4Inferior 
reorganization. 

Proposition 1—Personal prop- 
erty taxation. 

The gambling measure would 
permit gambling in licensed es- 
tablishments. It creates a five- 
man state commission. (named in 
the measure itself) empowered to 
license and supervise pari-mutuel 
betting at tracks, off-tracks book-

making, wagering on athletic and | 


skill events and gambling games 
and devices. 

Moreover, it authorizes’ the 
commissicn to operate or license 
gaming, lotteries and so forth. It 
imposes percentage taxes on mon- 
ey wagered, the revenue to be 
deposited in state pension and 
welfare funds. 


The court _ reorganization 


amendment would establish a uni- } 


form system of municipal and 
justice courts throughout the 
state. It provides for municipal 
courts in cities or judicial districts 
exceeding 40,000 population. In 
smaller districts, justice courts 
are provided. All judges are elec- 
tive. 

It is also directed that there be 
only one kind of court in a dis- 
trict. The legislature further is 
empowered to prescribe jurisdic- 
tion and procedure of the courts 
and the powers and duties of their 
judges. Superior courts and above 
are unaffected bv the measure. 

In the personal pronerty taxa- 
tien measure, the state and its 
political subdivisions are prohibit- 
ed from imposing taxes upon per- 
sonal proverty, tangible or intan- | 
gible. This prohibition does not | 
affect estate inheritance, | 


of registered voters who move 
from one county to another with- 
in 90 days prior to an election by 
permitting them to vote in their 
formét county. 

Proposition 5—Legislators: Per- 
mits members of the legislature 
to hold office and serve as mem- 
bers on boards or commissions 
created to apportion or allocate 
state funds to other state or local 
agencies. 


Proposition 7 — Chiropractors: 
Provides that no blind person 
shall be denied admission or grad- 
uation from chiropractic school 
or be barred from state chiroprac- 
tic examination or license on the 
ground that he is blind. 
| Proposition 8— Compensation 
{ee local officers: Repeals propo- 
|Sition against increasing the com- 
| pensation of any county, township 
/or municipal officer after his 
jelection or during his term of of- 
fice. 

Proposition 9—State civil serv- 
ice: Exempts from state civil ser- 
| vice officers and employes of dis- 
trict agriculture associations em- 
ployed less than six months a 
year. Makes other changes in 
;temporary appointments and ap- 
pointments generally. 

Proposition 10—Public housing 
| projects: Requires approval of a 
|majority of the voters of a county 
or city as a prerequisite for the 
establishment of any low - rent 
housing project by the state or 
any other smaller public body. 
Exempts any project subject to 
jagreement to an exisiting con- 
tract between a state public body 
jand the federal government. 
Proposition 11— Torrens land 
| title act: Provides a method of 
withdrawing land from registry 
junder the Torrens title act by ap- 
plication to county recorders.
